has at last divulged 
the cause of the 
greatest of all med 
§reatest 0 1 aii meu_ 
■£>f| 
ical mysteries—the 
ordinary cold. 
It 
has been attributed 
to all 
causes—air, 
moisture, too much 
cold air, overheat­ 
ing and recently to 
the 
stomach 
and 
overeating, says the New York Press. 
The laboratory where the microbes are 
caught, cultivated aud tamed like lit­ 
tle beasts for several years have been 
trying to identify the germs of “colds,” 
as colds seemed to lead to many dis­ 
ease? that have well-known 
germs. 
The first discovery was that in colds 
there are several varieties that produce 
the same results. 
Germs look altogether different un­ 
der the microscope and in the cul­ 
ture tubes, where the microbes 
are 
bred, after they have been identified 
and separated from others by being 
snared (from the 
common 
feeding 
ground of all sorts of bacteria) with a 
platinum needle. 
Then to make cer­ 
tain that the real microbe of a given 
disease is found the germs must be 
injected into a rabbit or guinea pig 
(or some dispensary patient) to see if 
the same disease wiil appear. Microbes 
which cause colds are always in the 
body or in the air. 
There are twenty different forms of 
^bacteria constantly present in the nose, 
Including nine or ten whi:h are dan­ 
gerous under certain 
circumstances. 
There are ninety forms of germs in the 
mouth, forty of which may cause seri­ 
ous disease. 
Every one knows that colds are usu­ 
ally caught by getting oneself over­ 
heated and cooling off 
too suddenly. 
W hen the surface of the body is over­ 
heated all the microbes in the 
air 
seem to be attracted to the body, espe­ 
cially if the air around is chilly eft 
damp; microbes cannot be killed by 
cold or damp, but they do not like it, 
and are always on the watch to find a 
resting place in a man, especially 
in 
one who is overheated and whose skin 
is covered with perspiration. 
If the 
hose is always in a condition of “ca­ 
tarrh ” it is easy to see howr a fresh cold 
or acute attack of catarrh is caused by 
exposure to a chill. 
But how about 
the various symptoms in other and dis­ 
tant parts of the body which generally 
follow a cold? 
When the body is overheated 
and 
then chilled the immediate effect of the 
cold on the surface of the body is to 
excite contraction of the blood vessels 
near the surface. 
Thus the blood is 
driven from the surface to the inner 
organs, carrying along with it any 
microbes that may have been lodged 
near the surface. This excites inflam­ 
mation in some organ far away from 
the first point affected. 
The way it 
seems to act is as follows: 
All processes going on in the body 
are governed by the central nervous 
system. If, as a result of exposure to 
cold, the regular routine of nutrition 
and of circulation is checked in one 
part of the body, the nervous 
force 
sent out from the central nervous sys­ 
tem, if shut off in one place, will be 
increased in another. Such increase is 
really inflammation. 
If any organ is 
liable to chronic inflammation this will 
be the place picked out for the acute 
trouble as a result of having caught 
cold. 
All the unemployed microbes 
will collect there, and unemployed mi­ 
crobes in a slightly inflamed organ are 
Certain to make trouble. There is, how­ 
ever, one safeguard which saves the 
body from destruction every time a 
cold is caught. 
There is in the body a set of valuable 
street-sweepers who do in the blood 
vessels and tissues exactly the work 
of 
the 
street-cleaning 
department. 
These are the white blood corpuscles 
or leucocytes. 
They differ from Col. 
W aring’s white brigade in that they 
eat up the debris, the microbes 
and 
such things wherever they find them. 
The more germs and bacteria collected 
together in one organ the more 
fhe 
white corpuscles swarm in just like the 
regular street-sweepers 
in 
the dirty 
downtown districts. 
If these white blood corpuscles are 
caught while at their work their round 
bodies may be found filled up with the 
bacteria they have extern 
In case of 
sudden emergencies (like pneumonia) 
an immense swarm of white corpuscles 
will appear. 
There are all sorts of ways of treat­ 
ing inflammation in an organ. 
Many 
are as familiar to the public as to the 
doctors. 
The oldfashioned porous or 
mustard plaster is simply a means to 
collect quickly a 
larger 
number ,of 
white blood cells in the places where 
they are needed. The same is true of 
all hot applications, blisters, painting 
with iodine or red flannel rags. 
The ne >7 idea of a cold, then, is that 
it is a nervous disease, wnich, to do 
any serious harm, has to work through 
the microbes, which are always present 
in the body or in the outer passages 
waiting for a chance to make trouble. 
The best way to prevent colds is to I 
keep all parts of the body properly clad 
and free from any undue exposure, for 
it is the disturbance of the balance of 
circulation and the nervous control of 
the blood vessels that really causes the 
trouble. 
• If the feet and the nose 
and 
mouth are kept 
(Chances arc against 
much damage, for it is in the chilling 
of these parts that causes most of the 
colds.

th* W orld 
Library. 
There are $200,000 worth of ancient 
manuscripts in the Astor library, but 
the oldest of these is the Evangelister- 
ium, which is said to have been ex­ 
pressly executed for Charles the Bald, 
the grandson of Charlemagne. He was 
a patron of the fine arts, and was es­ 
pecially fond of 
embellished 
manu­ 
scripts. 
This rare and precious man­ 
uscript, which few people are aware is 
possessed by our city, is writen on 
fine vellum and is an oblong quarto 
of 400 pages. The first four pages have 
splendid full-length miniatures of the 
four evangelists, profusely illuminated 
with liquid gold and emerald green, 
shaded with red and white on an em­ 
purpled ground, the pictures covering 
the entire page. 
St. Matthew is represented as a beard­ 
less youth inclined on a lecturn, upon 
which there is a book with the first 
words of his gospel inscribed on it. St. 
Mark is represented as bearded and sit­ 
ting upright on a throne, holding in 
his left hand a closed book with the first 
words of his gospel inscribed on its 
back. 
On the third page is a picture 
of St. Luke, looking more aged than his 
companions. 
He is shown with an ink 
horn in one hand, writing his gospels. 
St. John is shown on a throne holding 
an open scroll in his hand, upon which 
many words are discernable. 
The fifth 
page of this volume contains the em­ 
blems of the four evangelists—viz., the 
four living creatures that the prophet 
Ezekiel beheld in a vision surrounding 
the throne of God. 
Matthew has for 
his symbol a creature with a human 
head, Mark the lion head, John the 
eagle, while Luke is represented by the 
winged bull-headed figure. 
The ninth 
page is a magnificent specimen of inter­ 
laced capitals peculiar to manuscripts 
of the Carlovingian era. 
This highly 
illustrated sheet forms the title page of 
the book. 
It has only fifteen letters 
but a closer examination reveals the 
marks for hidden letters. 
The words 
are “Legendum per Anni Curricullum.” 
One page of this precious volume is 
equally emblazoned with brilliant gold 
and colors and has the word Dominus 
inscried on it. 
There are several other 
pages equally embellished with multi­ 
plied interlacings and leafy 
shadow­ 
ings. 
The services for the principal 
festivities are marvelously executed 
and the seventeen pages for Easter are 
magnificent I can give no adequate de­ 
scription of this precious relic of the 
ancient art now in New York. A com­ 
parison with modern specimens shows 
that we have but little advanced over 
the monk artists of the ninth century. 
Dr. Frederick Sanders, the venerable 
librarian of the Astor library, justly 
calls this manuscript 
“an 
unrivaled 
beauty.” 
This superb manuscript was secured 
some fifteen years ago by the late Mr. 
Astor from the famous London biblio­ 
phile, Bernard Quartrich, who 
cata­ 
logued it in 1880 at $5,000. 
There are 
more costly manuscripts in the Astor 
library—for instance, the Antiphonaire 
of Charles X., for which I am assured 
the late J. J. Astor paid $10,000. But 
this old manuscript of Charles the Bald 
has, as an antique, 
no

It is hard to analyza Chicago condi­ 
tions from n distance, bul unpreju­ 
diced outsiders are likely to ask as 
they read of 
Judge Sears deft at: 
“ What has been gained?” 
How will the next two years in Chi­ 
cago compare with the two years just 
ended? 
As far as the mayor’s power has ex­ 
tended, Chicago, during the last two 
years,has been exceptionally well gov­ 
erned. 
This is said without denying 
that in many matters where the coun­ 
cil and not the mayor ruled, it has 
been one of the worst governed cities 
in the country. 
Chicago’s ills may be traced directly 
to the man who represent her in the 
council chamber.

mony in coart was that the ladder

and 
threw bim 
against the pulley. 
His left arm was 
wound about the shaft and jerked off 
in an instant and he was whipped 
against the ceiling. The shaft caught 
his arm aud tore it off about an iach 
below the eloow, then wrapped the 
rest of the atm about the 
shaft aud 
broke it every inch or two inches, and 
whirling him around against the ceil­ 
ing broke his collar bone in two places 
and spilt the shoulder blade. 
Complaint was made that the ladder 
furnished was weak and insufficient. 
The answer alleged that the plaintiff 
was guilty of negligence in climbing 
up to touch a ranidly running belt, 
and that the ladder was not broken by 
lls weight, but by the force by which 
it was struck.

says the New York 
Herald. 
The American Geographical 
Society is taking a deep interest in the 
explorations. When I saw the explor­ 
er at his home last week and heard of 
his plans I asked about the land where 
he had resurrected an ancient civiliza­ 
tion. 
“It is a strange land,” answered Mr. 
Niven, “and, though likely the center 
of one of the earliest civilizations on 
the continent, is as little known as any 
portion of the globe. There are vast 
portions of Guerrero—at 
least 
one- 
fourth of it—that human foot has not 
trod since history began until recent 
explorations were started, 
and 
yet 
spread all over it are the plain evi­ 
dences of a vast and ancient civiliza­ 
tion. 
Architectural and human re­ 
mains cover at least 6,000 square miles 
of this land and so plentiful are the 
human remains that from time imme­ 
morial the place has been called Quech- 
mictoplican, 
which 
literally 
means 
‘what a quantity of bones on top.’ This 
is often contracted into Omitlan, which 
means ‘a place of bones.’ This Omit­ 
lan lies northwest 
of 
Chilpancingo, 
which is the capital of Guerrero, and 
about 200 miles west of south from the 
City of Mexico. If you have seen the 
great canyon of the Colorado you have 
seen an index to this land. Its moun­ 
tains 
are 
not 
rolling, but all are 
straight up and down, forming the 
grandest of gorges and the most dif­ 
ficult land in the world to travel over. 
This is one reason the region has not 
been penetrated; then the natives are 
not explorers, or even travelers, but 
love their home spots, and, besides, 
they fear the dangers of a wild, un­ 
known land. As the Mexican law for­ 
bids the removal of antiquities from the 
country, I applied to President Diaz 
and through him got permission to ex­ 
plore this wild land and to remove 
duplicates of objects discovered. Armed 
with this authority and with letters of 
introduction 
from priests—that are 
even more potent—which were obtained 
often through a gift of a photograph of 
a church, I had but little trouble, ex­ 
cepting that offered by Nature, who 
has worked her grandest cataclysm in 
this land; 
objections of natives to 
work under some circumstances, 
and 
biting insects. 
This land is a vast 
cemetery,” continued Mr. Niven. “Hu­ 
man remains are to be found every­ 
where and can be seen in all directions 
without even the necessity of excava­ 
tion. 
No wonder the land is 
called 
Omitlan. There are places where lay­ 
ers of human bones show themselves 
along the face of great cliffs—not lying 
as though buried but in a great jumbled 
mass, as though thrown in their present 
position by some great upheaval of the 
land. These things are confined to no 
one spot but extend all over the land.

In no direction can you go more than 
a few hundred feet without finding the 
ruins of the ancient city. These show 
the buildings to have been most sub­ 
stantial, carefully built by the use of 
square and plumb line but without or­ 
namentation. 
In two days’ travel I 
counted 1,200 remains 
of 
buildings, 
their dimensions being from 40 to IOO 
feet. These are all rectangular but not 
square. 
Among these buildings were 
the twenty-two temples which I have 
described before, and each temple has 
its altar. 
“The.e aro temples, altars and idols 
innumerable; 
yet it is difficult 
to 
reach a conclusion as to the religion of 
the ancient people who occupied this 
broad territory beyond 
what 
these 
things imply. I must wait for further 
developments 
before 
expressing 
an 
opinion on this subject. 
Among the 
natives, mo. t of whom now profess 
the catholic religion, there exists a 
mass of legends and any quantity of 
folklore, but they lead to nothing def­ 
inite as to the ancient religion. Yet the 
strange fact remains that these peo­ 
ple are to this day influenced by the 
traditions, the temples, the altars and 
the idols that have been preserved. 
Frequently I have found offerings of 
fruit at these altars and have known 
natives to burn a mixture of rosin and 
charcoal in these temples, evidently as 
an incense. When I ask why they do 
these things they answer that their I 
fathers did so, and that is all I can j 
learn. 
I intend to make a special in- ; 
vestigation into the folklore of these 
people, and look for most unique and 
interesting results. They are, as is to 
be expected, a very superstitious p o- ! 
pie, believe firmly in spirits and ap- j 
paritions and are at times controlled 
by fear of something else that will stop 
them suddenly in their work of excava­ 
tion and drive them from particular 
spots. 
I have in my explorations suf­ 
fered from the disadvantage of this 
sort of thing more than once. Idols are 
to be found in great numbers and they 
are usually of the smaller 
variety— 
from three to four inches in 
length. 
These are nearly all stone, of the hard­ 
est varieties, worked out with great 
pains and skill. 
I found a few large 
idols, one quite a unique specimen, 
about seven feet long, of the human 
form, carved into a larger stone. These 
idols may be of Aztec origin. They are 
to be found in every direction, in the 
temples, by the 
altars, 
among 
the 
bones and with all of the ruins.
